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To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the 
Borough  of  Hove. 

Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  delay  in  the  publication  of  this  Annual  Report  is  due  to 
in  the  main  to  pressure  of  duties  connected  with  the  War  ard  to  alterations 
in  the  staffing  of  the  Department.  In  accordance  with  the  directions 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  in  the  interests  of  economy,  the  subject 
matter  has  been  very  considerably  condensed.  Up  to  the  outbreak  of  the 

War  a great  deal  of  the  Department’s  energies  were  devoted  to  improving 
and  extending  the  A.  R.  P.  and  Evacuation  arrangements  but  that  necessary 
additions  to  the  powers  of  control  over  the  health  of  the  town  were  not 
overlooked  is  shown  by  the  adoption  of  a standard  of  fitness  for  underground 
bakehouses  and  byelaws  for  working  class  houses.  At  the  Sanatorium  a new 
centralised  system  for  the  supply  of  hot  water  for  both  heating  and  domestic 
purposes  was  installed. 

, In  connection  with  Civil  Defence,  the  earlier  months  of  the  year 
were  employed  in.  enrolling  and  training  volunteers  for  the  various  branches 
of  the  Casualties  Services  and  the  drawing  up  of  plans  for  the  adaptation 
. of  buildings  as  First  Aid  Posts,  etc.  These  various  schemes  were  put 
into  force  immediately  on  the  outbreak  of  War  and  despite  the  natural 
difficulties  of  operating  measures  of  which  no  one  had  any  previous  exper- 
ience, it  can' reasonably  be  said  that  the  personnel  would  have  coped  with 
any  demands ■ likely  to  have  been. made  upon  them.  _ At  the  same  time  it 
was  fortunate  that  a respite  was  granted  to  the  country  during  the  winter 
■and  early  spring  since  it  enabled  improvements  in  thetraining  and  co-opera- 
tion .of  the  various  units  to  be  carried  out.  Many  of  the  vehicles 
available  during  that  early  period  were  unfit  for  the  tatk  allotted  to  them 
and  were  in  due  course  replaced. 

GOVERMEHT  EVACUATION  .SCHEME: 

On  September  1st,  the  first  instalment  of  6,750  children  and 
2,000  adults  arrived  at  Hove  Station  and  their  settlement  in  billets  formed 
only  a prelude  to  public  health  problems  on  a scale  to  which  Hove  had  never 
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"been  accustomed.  Uncleanliness  of  heads  was  a major  issue  with  which 
the  School  Hurses,  Health  Visitors,  Teachers  and  voluntary  workers  strove 
valiently  with  improvised  methods  until  a Cleansing  Station  could  he 
opened  to  deal  with  the  cases  in  a routine  manner.  Scabies  was  another 
bugbear  and  great  difficulty  was  found  in  providing  premises  where  the 
necessary  baths  and  inunction  could  be  carried  out.  This  problem  was 
finally  solved  by  utilising  a disused  ward  at  the  Sanatorium  and  trans- 
porting the  children  there  daily.  Clinics  were  opened  each  day  to  deal 
with  the  innumerable  minor  ailments  to  which  school  children  are  prone 
and  additional  Welfare  Centre  sessions  were  put  on  to  provide  advice  for 
mothers  with  children  under  school  age.  Cases  of  bedwetting  were 

another  difficulty  and  I am  grateful  to  the  various  householders  and 
convalescent  homes  who  took  on  these  children  and  did  their  best  for  them, 
often  at  great  inconvenience.  In  connection  with  the  expectant  mothers, 
four  empty  houses  were  requisitioned  and  fully  equipped  and  opened  as  a 
Maternity  Home  and  Hostel  by  the  third  day  of  the  evacuation  and  the  first 
baby  was  born  that  evening.  The  plans  for  this  part  of  the  general  scheme 
were  drawn  up  by  Dr.  Cunning  and  the  success  of  this  tremendous  conversion 
is  due  to  him,  to  Miss  Blott  (the  Matron)  and  her  staff,  both  voluntary 
and  paid  and  the  various  local  firms  who  co-operated  so  magnificiently  in 
keeping  to  the  time-table. 

It  had  been  prophesied  that  the  migration  of  large  sections  of 
the  population  from  the  evacuation  to  the  reception  areas  would  bring 
epidemics  in  its  trail  but  actually  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  fewer 
than  in  normal  years.  This  is  explained  in  part  by  the  fine  autumn 

and  the  exclusion  of  children  from  school  during  the  first  few  weeks  of 
the  evacuation  period. 

In  October,  1339.  at  the  request  of  the  Education  Committee, 

I took  over  the  office  of  School  Medical  Officer  consequent  upon  Dr. 

Parry's  assumption  of  the  post  of  Group  Medical  Officer  and  in  this  way 
the  supervision  of  all  children,  both  resident  and  evacuated,  from  birth 
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to  the  end  of  school  life  cane  -under  ny  control.  Broadly  speaking 
the  sane  facilities  for  treatnent  were  available  to  both  classes  except 
in  the  case  of  the  teeth  of  the  evacuated  children  when,  for  whom, 
inspections  and  urgent  treatnent  at  a special  clinic  held  on  Saturday 
nornings  could  be  arranged.  It  is  admitted  on  all  sides  that  these 

children  gained  in  health  considerably  during  their  stay  in  this  area. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of 
thanking  the  Chairmen  and  nenbers  of  Committees  for  unfailing  support 
particularly  in  the  days  immediately  following  the  declaration  of  War 
when  great  decisions  had  to  be  na.de  immediately.  To  all  the  regular 
members  of  my  staff  I am  most  grateful  for  continued  loyalty  and  ungrudg- 
ing assistance  at  all  tines  and  for  the  uncomplaining  assumption  of  extra 
duties  in  connection  with  Civil  Defence.  There  is  also  that  great  army 
of  workers  of  both  sexes  who  responded  so  promptly  and  spontaneously 
to  the  call  for  service  in  all  phases  of  the  war  effort  and  to  then  all 
the  town  owes  a deep  debt  of  gratitude.

Government  Evacuation  Scheme: 

As  mentioned  in  the  preface  four  houses,  Hos  73/75  The  Drive, 
and  St. Helens  Lodge  and  Adelaide  Lodge,  King sway , were  opened  for  the 
reception  of  evacuated  mothers  in  their  last  month  of  pregnancy.  An 
organised  parts?-  of  68  arrived  on  September  3r(l  and  up  to  the  31st 
December,  131  mothers  we re  delivered.  It  was  arranged  that  first 
pregnancies  should  go  to  the  St.  Helens  Lodge  and  be  transferred  shortly 
before  labour  to  the  Maternity  Home,  75  Ehe  Drive,  and  others  to  73  The 
Drive.  After  a lying-in  period  of  fourteen  days  all  were  transferred 

to  Adelaide  Lodge  before  being  billettod.  In  actual  fact  most  of  the 
mothers  returned  to  London  on  their  discharge. 

The  clinical  control  of  the  cases  was  in  tie  hands  of  a panel 
of  three  local  practitioners  with  special  obstetric  experience  assisted, 
where  necessary,  be  consultants.  All  but  major  abnormalities  were  dealt 
with  in  the  home.  Ho  ante-natal  records  were  available  and  it  is  very 
creditable  that  despite  premises  not  designed  for  this  use  and  a staff 
recruited  hurriedly  onljr  one  case  of  Puerperal  Sepsis  and  one  of  Puerperal 
Pyrexia  occurred  throughout  the  period  when  the  Home  was  open.
